He heard a woman screaming 
and in the nursery window, 37 feet 
above the ground on the south end 
of the house saw the maid, Lillian 
Henion, 19 years old, with the 
baby in her arms. 

Ress, who had broken his right 
arm several days ago and was 
carrying it in a sling, shouted: 
“Jump!” 

Miss Henion jumped, holding 
the baby tightly. Ress broke their 
fall by catching the weight on his 
left side. 

Both man and girl were stunned 
by the impact. The baby was un¬ 
hurt. 

Meanwhile new arrivals tried to 
get a ladder up to the Adees bed¬ 
room where Mrs. Adee could be 
seen pounding frantically on a 
tightly shut window. Flames 
blocked them. 

Suddenly Mrs. Adee toppled 
backward from the window. 'The 
floor gave way beneath her and 
they saw her body drop into the 
room below. 

When the wreckage cooled fire¬ 
men found Adee’s body where It 
had fallen into the basement. 

Coroner Edward B. Garrison 
said there were no indications as 
to the cause of the fire. 

Adee, 37 years old, was a crack 
court tennis player who had par¬ 
ticipated in many eastern tourna¬ 
ments. 

His wife was the former Miss 
Sally Comly, the daughter of the 
late Maj. Garrard Comly and Mrs. 
Comly, who survives. 


CANTON, China. UP )—Japanese 
warplanes, which dropped leaflets 
promising 10 consecutive days of 
bombardments, unleashed explo¬ 
sives today that killed at least 102 
persons, maimed 159 and burled 
uncounted scores. 

The first of the raids yesterday 
left 121 dead and missing and 180 
injured. Today’s attacks lasted 
three hours and were part of 
widespread bombing throughout 
Kwangtung province in which 
many centers and railways suf¬ 
fered severely. 

HOUSES LEVELED 

Officials of this often-bombarded 
south Chinese port expected an In- 
tensttication of the raids the rest 
of the week by the fifth Japanese 
naval squadron, which recently re¬ 
lieved the third squadron. 

The missiles were mostly 500- 
pound bombs, which inflicted wide¬ 
spread property damage in Indus- 


feng, sending columns of dirty 
water high into the air. 

They never left off firing for 
more than two minutes all after¬ 
noon. 

Whatever Japanese fire was re¬ 
turned could not be identified. 

Earlier Japanese officers report¬ 
ed today fresh Soviet Russian re¬ 
inforcements were being brought 
into the border battle zone after 
heavy shelling of the Shachofeng 
sector, northeast of Changkufeng. 

They said they expected the 
Russians to take “still more vigor¬ 
ous measures" in the conflict over 
the border hills which Russian sol¬ 
diers began fortifying July 11 and 
which Japanese forces captured 
July 31. 


YUKI, Korea (Near the Siberi¬ 
an Frontier). (JF )—Soviet Rus- 
ria’s heavy artillery today sub¬ 
jected Japanese lines on Chengku- 
feng hill to the most terrific shell¬ 
ing they had received since the 
current Siberian-Korean border 
trouble started July 11. 

All afternoon this correspondent 
watched the Soviet guns pour 
6-inch shells at the rate of at least 
six a minute along the entire 
four-mile Japanese front. 

Veterans who saw the bom¬ 
bardment said It equalled any¬ 
thing seen in the World war. 

A village at the foot of Chang¬ 
kufeng hill was blazing fiercely 
tonight as literally hundreds of 
shells scored direct hits. 

Early in the afternoon both 
Soviet and Japanese machine gun 
fire was audible above the steady 
rifle fire. 

Then the Russians poured more 
than 30 shells directly on top of 
height 82, at the southern end of 
Changkufeng and a battery of 
Japanese mountain guns began 
firing eastward from height 52, 
half a mile to the south, against 
what was assumed to be a Soviet 
tank charge. 

The Russians next laid down 
with uncanny accuracy a blanket 
of fire along the hill crest which, 
after half an hour, left the green 
ridge bare and scarred. At least 
150 heavy shells exploded in that 
area. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet guns 
poured dozen after dozen of huge 
.shells in the fords of Tumen river 
north and northwest of Changku-

BODY TOSSED 
OUT OF AUTO 

CHICAGO, (if)—Daylight today 
uncovered the seventh gangster- 
style slaying in Chicago within 
seven weeks and the second within 
24 hours. 

Ruddied near a waii of the Chi¬ 
cago White Sox basebaii fieid, the 
body of Sam (Frog Legs) Picci- 
otto, 23, was found by passersby 
shortiy after daybreak.

Poiice said Picciotto was shot 
twice through the neck from ciose 
range with a .25 caiiber pistoi. 
Tire skid tracks indicated, offi¬ 
cers said, that the body was 
thrown from an automobiie. 

Picciotto, who detectives said 
possessed a minor police record 
lived less than a block from the 
home of Nick Chiaramonte, a fruit 
leader, whose gang type slaying 
July 24 is still unsolved. 

Dungan, 35-year-old union czar, 
who frustrated an attempt on his 
life in 1934, was murdered in front 
of his home. The shooting fol¬ 
lowed by only 36 hours the assas¬ 
sination of two political workers 
on the west side. 

Dungan was about to step into 
his parked car when two men, 
whom he apparently knew, ap¬ 
proached. While they were talk¬ 
ing a third man walked from be¬ 
hind a parked automobile. The 
union leader recognized him and 
started to run, witnesses said, 
when the man drew a pistol and 
fired four bullets. Two of them i 
struck Dungan in the neck. 

The three men ran to an auto¬ 
mobile which drew up to the curb 
and as they stepped in one of the 
occupants poked a pistol through 
a window and fired four shots. 
Two of the bullets struck Dungan 
in the head and side. He died in 
a hospital two hours later. 

Scores of pedestrians, startled 
by the burst of gunfire, saw the 
car speed away. 

The most recent victims in the 
wake of gangster-type slayings, 
all unsolved, were I.«o Mo.sinski, 
32, and Bruno Switaj, 33, who 
were political workers, police said, 
of Alderman Joseph P. Rosten- 
kowski. They were shot to deatH 
last Saturday while seated in an 
alderman’s home. Each had been 
aldterman’s home. Each had been 
shot four times.

Art Critic 


He’s a highly succesaful author, 
but Louis Danz never will get rich 
with his writing. He just re¬ 
ceived his second royalty check 
from his latest book; it was 
smaller than the first, and neither 
was very big. 

« « • 

Yet Danz is a successful author, 
gets letters from all over the 
world commending his books. 
Reason he won’t get rich on the 
books is because they’re about art, 
and there aren’t enough of them 
to make his works best sellers. 

* • * 

So Louis Danz makes his living 
selling pianos in downtown Santa 
Ana, and he takes his art, music, 
philosophy, psychology, interna¬ 
tional events and travel as side¬ 
lines. 

• • • 

Each of the sidelines, however, 
has been the theme of a good num¬ 
ber of the 1000-odd lectures Danz 
has made to audiences ranging 
from Sunday school classes to the 
Cal Tech faculty. (He’s perfectly 
at ease giving lectures to either 
extreme; in fact, he enjoys a dis¬ 
cussion of the relative merits of 
Seabiscult and War Admiral as 
much as " bull session on modern¬ 
istic art). 

« « « 

For a fellow who never went to 
school past the fifth grade, Danz 
la Santa Ana’s best - educated 
thinker. His whole self-education, 
however, has been centered around 
art—even including his study of 
foreign affairs, psychology and 
philosophy. 

» • » 

It happened like this; Danz’ 
whole family was musical (his 
grandfather founded the Minne¬ 
apolis symphony orchestra), and 
though he quit school in the fifth 
grade, he had a vigorous formal 
education in music and art. He 
planned to be a composer. 

• • • 

Eyestrain made him taper off 
the Intensive music study, though, 
and he went into the art critique 
field. It was his interest in mod¬ 
em art that made him “work 
backwards” on his study of bi¬ 
ology, psychology, philosophy. He 
wanted to see what mental quirks, 
what underlying thoughts were re¬ 
sponsible for artistic expression. 

* # # 

Now that he’s “worked back¬ 
wards” in his studies, he’s iso¬ 
lated and identified his own per¬ 
sonal philosophy, included part of 
it in his last book, ‘"rhe Psychol¬ 
ogist Looks at Art,” published 
last November. He had some 
philosophy left over, though, and 
now he’s writing his next vol¬ 
ume, "Personal Revolution.” 

* * * 

He’ll spend three years writing 
it, and when he’s through he’ll 
have "the story of an idea.” Main 
thesis; Any man can create him¬ 
self to be whatever he wants, if 
he sets his mind to it. 

« * * 

First book Danz ever wrote was 
“Zarathustra, jr., Looks at Art,” 
a series of dialogues. His latest 
work is the only other complete 
volume he’s written, but he has 
contributed chapters, along with 
other critics, to numerous bio¬ 
graphical collections. 

« « * 

Latest of these, out last week, 
is “CJeorge Gershwin,” in which 
Danz, Walter Damrosch, Leopold 
Stokowski and others each wrote 
a chapter. Similar compilations 

on which Danz has collaborated 

are “Martha Graham,” “Igor 
Stravinsky,” and “Schoenberg.” 

• * • 

Danz takes his art criticizing 
seriously. "I flgpire I’m profes¬ 
sional in criticism of modem 
painting, sculpture and music,” he 
explains. “I gave up playing 
because there are lots of other 
musicians who know more about 
it than I do; but I’ve written 
books on the psychology of art so 
I can say the things I know 
about it Oiat other artists don’t 
know.” 

* * « 1 

Sample topic of Danz’ studies: 
Identifying the movement in music 
and art. “You see a picture or 
hear a piece and you feel the 
movement, but just where is it?” 
he wondered. His explanation; 
Bach note or color makes a cer¬ 
tain configuration in the nervous 
reception of a person; when a new 
note or color is added the nervous 
system readjusts to receive it, 

and the readjustment makes an 
actual sense of movement. 

* • « 

The adjustment, furthermore, 
must pass through each grada¬ 
tion between the two distinct notes 
("like stretching a rubber band”). 
According to the Danz hypothesis, 
that’s why pastel shades, where 
the gradation in color is slight, 
ire considered “soft ' tones.”

William Busick, United 
Automobile Workers organizer, 
declared each local of CIO unions 
would be free to decide its al¬ 
legiance either to the industrial 
union council or to the newly- 
formed Los Angeles trade union 
conference. 

Among the organizers of ^he 
trade union conference, announced 
last Sunday, were figures from the 
automotive, ladies garment manu¬ 
facturing, shoe-making and rubbes 
industries.

ENDANGERED BY TWO DRIVERS 


BONNEVILLE SALT FLATS, 
Utah. (jPi—C ertain doom for the 
world’s land speed record of 
311.42 m.p.h. was predicted today 
by the racing fraternity that fre¬ 
quents this shimmering salt 
speedway each summer. 

The would - be executioners— 
Capt. George E. T. Eyston and 
John R. Cohb. both Englishmen— 
hastened grooming of their weap¬ 
ons—one a mechanical monster 
.hat looks like an airliner without 
vvings; the other a turtle-like car 
vhose small size belies its power. 

Only drying out of dangerous 
.4oft spots on the 13-mile straight¬ 
away track stands between the 
executioners and their attempts to 
smash the record. 

Capt. Eyston. lanky, nerveless 
king of high speed drivers, is 
ready with his record-holder, 
“Thunderbolt" — a 32-foot long, 
14,000-pound juggernaut that set 
the 311.42 m.p.h. mark last No¬ 
vember when it was relatively un¬ 
tried. 

With slight changes in stream¬ 
lining and minor mechanical dif¬ 


ficulties Ironed out during the win¬ 
ter, Eyston predicts the transport 
appearing racer will hit 330 m.p.h. 

Eyston gets the first crack at 
his record. He’s ready to start 
anytime the course is in shape. 

The racing fraternity likes the 
turtle-shaped car—Cobh’s ’’Rail- 
ton" a 20-foot long, 7000-pound 
creation. 

Both cars have 24 cylinders. 

Reason for favoring "Railton” 
Is that Cobb trundled the button¬ 
shaped machine onto the flats 
yesterday and in a trial run made 
a speed estimated by Cobb at 
250 m.p.h. 

’"The run was only for three 
miles." one Salt Flats follower 
said. "What can Cobb’s car do 
when the flats are dry and smooth 
and he puts the throttle to the 
floor and has six miles to get up 
speed before hitting the measured 
mile ?’’

COACH SEEKS 
'CLEANUP IN 
U. S. TENNIS' 

NEW YORK. (A>) —The placid 
course of the United States Lawn 
Tennis association toward one of 
the game’s most successful years 
has been Interrupted by the lusty 
complaint of George Hudson who 
claims he has been separated from 
his No. 1 pupil, Frank Kovacs, the 
lanky Oakland, Calif., Davis Cup 
hopeful.

’The Californian in a prepared 
statement charged that coaches, 
backed by “acceptable tennis sup¬ 
ply firms, using or advertising 
their merchandise” had been al¬ 
lowed to coach Davis and Wight- 
man cup squads. 

"I want an investigation of 
the real conditions existing in 
amateur tennis,” Hudson said 
later. He added he knew the 
personal risks involved but was 
anxious for a “cleanup in 
tennis.” 

“Why, at the Sea Bright tourna¬ 
ment, due to the pressure being 
brought upon Kovacs by tennis 
officials, it was no longci healthy 
for the lad to be .seen in my com¬ 
pany!” he exclaimed. 

'The break between pupil and 
master was emphasized further by 
Kovacs who claimed Hudson neve’i 
had taught him "a darned stroke. 

"I don’t owe Hudson anything,” 
said Kovacs, who is playing in the 
eastern grass court championships 
at Rye, "I took lessons from him 
—yes, 20 of them, but only be¬ 
cause my father had paid Hudson 
in advance.” 

Said Holcombe Ward, president 
of the U. S. L. T. A.: “It’s too hot 
today to get excited.” 

Hudson said he had given much 
time in the past five years to de¬ 
veloping Kovacs "to turn out a 
great American tennis player.” 


HANK CAN EASE SEPTEMBER STRAIN 

BY BIG AUGUST HOME RUN SPLURGE

August may well be the pivotal 
month for Hank Greenberg in his 
pursuit of Babe Ruth’s eleven- 
year-old record of 60 home runs. 

"Wait until he reaches that Sep¬ 
tember stretch,” cry those who 
doubt Hank’s ability to surpass 
the Ruthian record. They recall 
the torrid finishing drive Ruth 
maintained in that final hot month 
of 1927, when he poled out 17 
homers. 

But if Hankus Pankus continues 
in August the pace he set in July 
■—when he walloped 15—he won’t 
have to do much worrying about 
September. As he moved into 
August, Hank had 37. Another 
15 for August (and it’s not be¬ 
yond him) and Greenberg would 
strike that September stretch with 
53 four-base clouts. 

He’d be almost a cinch then to 
lambast the eight more necessary 
to establish a new mark. 

Many others have tried in vain 
to equal Babe’s tremendous total. 

Jimmy Foxx came closest. He 
banged out 58 in 1932. 


Hack Wilson of the Cubs hit 56 
in 1930. 

Lou Gehrig hit 49 and Joe Dl- 
Maggio 46. 

But none was in as good a 
strategical spot to better Ruth’s 
figure as is the big Detroit first 
baseman. 

On Aug. 1, Greenberg was 20 
games in front of Ruth’s pace. 
Greenberg hit his 37th home run 
in his 92nd game. Ruth didn’t 
get No. 37 until his 113th game 
on Aug. 16. 


Here’s the way Ruth hit his by 
months, with Greenberg’s marks 
through July:

Both in 1920 and 1921 Ruth 
turned into August with more 
homers than he had in 1927, when 
he set his record. In 1920, Ruth 
had 38 on August 1, got 10 in Au- 
7 for August and 10 for September 
for a 54 total. The next year he 
had 3 on August 1, got 10 in Au¬ 
gust and 11 in September for a 59 
total. 

But Hank’s big advantage is 
that his have been poled in a 
fewer number of games than 
Ruth’s. Starting August he still 
had 61 games in which to add 
homers. However, some of these 
may not be played. 

Greenberg also has the advan¬ 
tage of not being with a pennant- 
contending team. He can concen¬ 
trate on hitting those homers.

A correspondent who has known Germany intimately 
for many years and has written of it knowingly and sym¬ 
pathetically during that period writes; "... the German 
people, who have but one fervent prayer: ‘Lead us not 
into war.’ ” 

In the same article the correspondent cites some of 
the important acts of government of which the German 
people are "unaware.” 

And there, in the difference between a populace 
"aware” of what its government is doing, and one “un¬ 
aware,” may lie the difference between war, which is 
always a possibility, and the peace which is the object 
of the fervent prayer of every people which has suffered 
from it. 

As far as Germany is concerned, we in this country 
can only hope and pray with that people that their rulers, 
ruling blindly, lead them not into war. 

But as for ourselves, as free citizens of the freest 
nation on earth, we can insist that our government keep 
us “aware” of every move, every step in its international 
program, so that when we fervently pray that we be led 
not into war, we shall know what we are talking about. 

This is not to imply that our government is now 
engaged in any under-cover shenanigans with or against 
any other nation or nations. But it is a warning that 
wre, the people, don’t want and won’t stand for anything 
of the kind.

The Doctors Might Gain 

There are two classes of people who can get expert 
medical attention—the very rich and a few of the very 
poor; the rich because they can pay for it, and the poor 
because doctors will treat them as charity patients. 

But a vast majority of people are neither very rich 
nor very poor, unable to afford the fees of specialists 
and unwilling to ask for charity. 

' Around the medical treatment of this preponderant 
middle group rages the controversy that has been high¬ 
lighted by the Justice department’s threat to prosecute the 
American Medical Association and the District of Colum¬ 
bia Medical .Society for violation of the anti-trust laws. 

Yet the purpose of the Group Health Association, al¬ 
leged to be the victim of organized medical discrimina¬ 
tion, and the purpose of other similar cooperative organ¬ 
izations, is to make it possible for farftilies and individuals 
of the middle-income group to obtan medical services at 
a cost within their means. If successful, such organiza¬ 
tions should greatly increase the demand for medical 
sendees and the amount of money available for doctor’s 
fees. 

Most doctors we know give freely of their time and 
talents in charity work. Yet most doctors we know don’t 
have enough wealthy, high-fee-paying patients to enable 
them to afford philanthropy. Why, then, is it wise for 
organized doctors to try to stop a movement which is 
designed to increase the number of their cash clients?

Eyes for Sale 

In every .state in this nation there is a law against 
murder, a law against suicide, a law against mayhem 
(the mutilation of the body of another by any means). 

Every few days now there appears in the newspapers 
an “offer” of some very poor or luckless individual to sell 
an eye or some other organ of his body so that he may 
"pay his bills,” “feed the children” or for some other 
worthy cause. 

Reading such items in the paper the individual knows 
instinctively that something is decidedly out of kilter in 
such cases, that they are not right, but he may not put 
his finger exactly on the point of departure from legal 
and human logic, or from justice. 

Here, we think, is that point: No matter how acute 
an individual’s circumstances may be, society gives him 
no possible excuse for committing murder for money, 
nor mayhem for money. It does not sanction his taking 
of his own life. The sale of eyes or other bodily organs 
is exactly self-mayhem, no less. It is mutilation of the 
body—for money. 

One day not far off the human race—society—will 
forbid its members to offer themselves for mutilation, for 
money. In a nation which has boasted that "none shall 
starve if he will work or if he cannot work,” such 
mutilation is inexcusable. 

New View of Pumps 

Seen from afar and by others differently placed, the 
situation of the United States, which costs all its citizens 
great worry and concern these days, is not indigo in its 
hue, but rather rose-colored. 

Said Harry Graham White, a member, in debate in 
the summer British house of commons not long before the 
summer adjournment: 

“America is priming pumps, but we are doing some¬ 
thing worse—we are priming guns all the time. Some¬ 
thing beneficial may come out of a pump. It is by no 
means certain that anything of value from an economic 
point of view will come out of a gun.” 
i And that is, we must admit, one way of looking at it. 
,* Pumps, even if they produce nothing but water, sel¬ 
dom cause grief and disaster, but gfuns—wugh! 


Fair Enough 
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NEW YORK—In the recen' 
court-martial of Lieutenant Col¬ 
onel Stewart S. Giffin, on charges 
jf drunkenness and unbecoming j 
jonduct, the complaining witness. 
Lieutenant James O. Smith, jr., of 
the reserve, admitted that he had 
demanded money from the colonel 
and that when the demand was re¬ 
fused he said, “I am going to get 
you.” He also testified that if the 
colonel had given him a couple of 
bucks he probably would not have 
made any complaint. 

Webster’s new international dic¬ 
tionary defines blackmail thus; 
"To extort money by intimidation, 
especially by exposure to public 
accusation, censure or disgrace.” 

Colonel Giffin refused to hand 
over money to Smith, and he was 
actually exposed, censured and, to 
some degree, disgraced, for, al¬ 
though he saved his pension, h e 
leaves the army after 3C years of 
service with a smudge on his rec¬ 
ord which would not be there had 
he given Lieutenant Smith ‘‘a cou¬ 
ple of bucks,” 

This means that under the pres, 
ent hypocritical code by which ar. 
my officers live all officers in the 
various services are barnyard 
ducks for blackmailers if tl\ey take 
a few drinks on their own time 
and that the service courts stand 
ready to serve the malice and cu¬ 
pidity of personal enemies. I 

Hugh Johnson says that the 
drinking in the officer set is exag¬ 
gerated and that many officers 
are abstainers or very abstemious 
drinkers at worst. There is no 
doubt of that. In any group of 
similar numbers there would be 
abstainers, even prohibitionists. 

But most officers do drink some¬ 
what, and in any company of 
drinkers there are sure to be a 
number who will slop over on Sat¬ 
urday nights or other occasions, 
always with this result: That their 
companions in the service set who 
see them obviously tight and re¬ 
joicing in an undignified manner 
must shirk their duty or violate the 
first principle of decent social con¬ 
duct by turning them in. 

Fortunately for the self-respect 
on the corps they rarely file charg¬ 
es, but it is not a fair code which 
compels a man to choose whether 
he will play the snitch or violate 
his oath out of a decent respect foe 
the opin><-ins of mankind. 

In prohibition days officers 
who entertained in their 
quarters felt that anyone might 
be summoned next day and asked 
to say, on his honor, whether he 
had observed any violations of the 
eighteenth amendment. And a I 
high-hanking shoofly might come 
banging on the door in the midst 
of a party and rank his way into 
the merrymaking in the technical 
status of guest but with the mis¬ 
sion of a raider. 

During this time the army side 
even ceased to sing the best West 
Point footboll song of all, the la¬ 
ment for Benny Havens, of whom 
Edgar Allen Poe in his brief and 
gloomy career at the Point wrote 
that he was the only congenial soul 
in the whole God-forsaken place. 

Benny Havens had been put off 
the reservation and had set up his 
pub outside, and it was now deem¬ 
ed unseemly for officers and cadets 
at West Point games to be heard 
in public “singing sentimentally 
for Benny Havens”—seventy years 
after. 

There is just this about it: An 
officer who serves his duty in such 
cases is a cad, the one who doesn’t 
is a gentleman, and the blackmail¬ 
ing snitch is openly invited to do 
his stuff.

VOICE IN HEAD 

Voices heard by the mentally ill 
may have a real basis in a diseased 
condition of the ear, examination 
of 100 persons suffering from au¬ 
ditory hallucinations revealed. 

Nearly one out of five of the pa¬ 
tients when examined by Dr. El- 
vin V. Semrad at the Boston psy¬ 
chopathic hospital was found to 
have a toxic type of deafness. 
These people had very little loss 
of hearing for the spoken voice 
and usually did not complain at all 
of deafness, but audiometer tests 
showed loss of hearing of high 
notes at about the top range of the 
piccolo, one of the first signs of a 
degenerative process in the ears. 
In no case was the hearing abnor¬ 
mally acute. 

The voices or noises seem very 
real and external to the patient 
with this toxic deafness. Dr. Sem¬ 
rad said in a report to the Amer¬ 
ican Journal of Psychiatry. He 
will reply to the voice or turn to 
see where H is coming from. He 
may even seek protection from the 
police. 

Although most patients are 
frightened by the experience, some 
actually enjoy it. One patient 
heard the voices singing tavern 
songs very vividly and thorough¬ 
ly enjoyed them. 

Some hear a buzzing which they 
attribute to motors rather than hu¬ 
man voices. 

For the patient who is free from 
toxic deafness, the auditory hallu¬ 
cination is described differently. 
For him the sound is more personal 
and more ultimately tied up with 
his own preoccupations. He may 
not be sure it is a voice and often 
describes it as possibly a thoughi 
rather than a voice. He speaks of 
voices in his head, or voices in the 
atmosphere, or inner voices and 
may even say, “It is not in my 
ears.”—Science Service.

The Merry-Go-Round 

By DREW PEARSON and ROBERT S. ALLEN 


WASHINGTON.—The moment¬ 
ous industrial decision of the yeai 
is now at stake before the little- 
noticed public contracts board ol 
the labor department. 

It has just finished a heannt 
on which depends not only the 
earnings of several million work¬ 
ers, but perhaps the Novembei 
elections. 

Nominally, the board will rule 
only on the prevailing wage scale 
for common labor in the steel in¬ 
dustry. Actually, that is only ont 
part of the picture. Behind the 
scenes is the dramatic life-and- 
death struggle between the great 
steel operators. In fact, this is the 
real root of the wage dispute. 
Here is the background of the 
crisis: 

Between the years 1929-33 the 
so-called “Little Steel” corpora¬ 
tions—Inland, Bethlehem, Na¬ 
tional, Republic, Otis—moderniz¬ 
ed plants With the continous strip 
mill process and undersold U. S. 
Steel. For years under the late 
Judge Gary. U. S. Steel had dom¬ 
inated the industry, but now “Lit¬ 
tle Steel” wrested away large 
hunks of “Big Steel’s” market. 

When Myron Taylor, now U. S 
envoy to the refugee conference 
took command of U. S. Steel, how¬ 
ever. he launched a vast pro¬ 
gram of modernization; so tha 
when he retired last year the cor¬ 
poration had the most moderr 
plants in the world, and had beer 
decentralized to meet every con¬ 
ceivable competition from the in¬ 
dependents. 

With its plants strategically to¬ 
asted in Birmingham, Chlcagc 
and Pittsburgh, “Big Steel” was 
ready to go after “Little Steel” 
and recapture its markets. 

The Attack 

First move in this campaign 
was the price cut announced by 
U. S. Steel last spring. 

This was a competitive attack 
in every sense of the word. Beth¬ 
lehem, whose Eugene Grace is the 
real brains of “Little Steel,” had 
indicated plans for a moderate 
price cut. U. S. Steel immedi¬ 
ately answered the challenge. 

It not only undercut Bethle¬ 
hem’s propos^ cut but even more 
important, wiped out the long¬ 
standing regional price differen¬ 
tials under which steel, no mat¬ 
ter where purchased, was always 
priced F.O.B. Pittsburgh. 

This move was one of the most 
revolutionary in the history of 
the steel industry. 

What it meant was that by one 
stroke U. S. Steel, through its 
strategically located plants, once 
again dominated the markets of 
these key industrial areas. 

No longer could the independ¬ 
ents, bulwarked by the “Pitts¬ 
burgh plus” price system, com¬ 
pete freely with U. S. Steel in 
the South and West, Henceforth 
when they attempted to sell in 
these rapidly expanding manu¬ 
facturing sections, they had to 
meet price competition plus freight 
costs—a practically insurmount¬ 
able combination. 

U. S. Steel had declared war_ 

and with vengeance. 

CIO Counter-Moves 

The answer of the independents 
was to start agitation for a wage 
cut. 

Under the leadership of Taylor. 
U. S. Steel had made industrial 
history by entering into a con¬ 
tract with the CIO. The inde¬ 
pendents, at the cost of much 
blood and money, successfully re¬ 
sisted the unionization of their 
! plants. But they had had to raise 
their pay scales to the “Big Steel” 
level.

It was at this point that the 
CIO entered the arena and by a 
.surprise flank attack brought the 
federal government squarely into 
the fierce conflict. 

CIO strategy was the use of the 
Walsh-Healy act which set up 
the public contracts board with 
power to fix prevailing wage scales 
on government work. ’The CIO 
went before the board and form¬ 
ally demanded that it fix steel 
wages. 

As a large portion of the cur¬ 
rent steel output is under gov¬ 
ernment contract, the pay rates 
fixed by the board automatically 
will apply to all steel production. 

Today the prevailing wage in 
all areas, except the Atlantic coa.st 
where Bethlehem dominates, is 
cents an hour. The Bethle¬ 
hem rate is 561/4 cents. 

So CIO asked the contracts 
board to make the 62i4-cent rate 
univensal and that Bethlehem be 
required to accept it. The union’s 
argument was that by allowing 
the corporation a wage differen¬ 
tial the government, in effect, was 
“subsidizing pay cutters.” 

The most amazing spectacle of 
the board’s hearing was the A. 
F. of L. which lined up with anti¬ 
union independents against the 
CTO’s fight to prevent a wage cut.

CO.ST OF WAR 

The American army had 233,184 
battle casualties—37,568 killed in 
action, 12,942 who died of wounds 
received in action, and 182,674 
wounded, but not mortally. Other 
army casualties included: died of 
disease, 62,670; died of accident, 
4,503; drowned, 727: suicide, 965; 
murder or homicide. 318; executed, 
35; other cau.ses, 228, 

The high disease rate wap ac¬ 
counted for largely by infliienza, 
which swept the army canton¬ 
ments at about the same time the 
“death line” was going up at the 
front. 

Marine corps casualties includ¬ 
ed: killed in action, 1,450; died of 
wounds, 1,007; died of disease, 
304; accidentally killed, 28; died 
of other causes. 18; the wounded 
numbered 7,714. 

The navy’s tosses included: 
killed in action, 30 officers and 
326 men; died of wounds, 6 offi¬ 
cers and 52 men; lost at .sea, 41 
officers and 416 men. 

Approximate cost of the war to 
four major countries were: U. S., 
25 billion; England, 52 billion; 
France, 45 billion; and Germany, 
.55 billion.
